One week after the assas- 
sination of President Ken- 
nedy on Nov. 22, 1963, a large 
majority of Americans ex- 
pressed doubts that Lee Har- 
vey Oswald acted alone. Now, 
three years later, these 
doubts have still not been re- 
solved. 

Only 36 per cent today be- 
lieve Oswald alone Is re- 
sponsible for the assassina- 
tion. The remaining 64 per 
cent either think others were 
also Involved Or else express 
uncertainty.
